ONE THREATENS TO BOLT. 


The The Capital Removal Fight Makes the 
Sedallans Conservative and Indis- 
pesed to Arouse Antagonism.

SEDALIA;Mo.,March 9.—There is precious 
little comfort on the surface for the Francis 
factionists in this part of the Seventh 
District. 

Sedalia has a population of 2,000 and quite 
that number of people live out in the county, 
but only one man in this vast population 
was enticed to the chief factionist’s nullify- 
ing conference recently held at Si Louis. 
And that one man was the erratic Col. J. 
West Goodwin. 

I have searched this city thoroughly to- 
day in quest of sympathizers with the nulli- 
fying movement, and not one have I been 
able 90 find. Ac ording to the report of lead- 
ing Sedalia Democrats who have given the 
matter close attention there are only two 
outspoken, active Francis followers in the 
town. They are J. West win and an 
attorney from Iowa named W. Fast. 
Neither of them was at home to-day. 

Goodwin's signature was one of the first 
appended to the Francis roll of honor.“ 

Fast is said to have been in constant cor- 
respondence with the St. Louis nullifiers 
since the secret inception of the movement 
a month ago. When approached a few days 
ago by a young lawyer who wants the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for City Attorney in the 
spring election and asked for his support, 
Mr. Fast boldly proclaimed himself thus: 

“TI won't promise to support you because I 
don’t think I will participate in Democratic 

rimaries or conventions at all this year. 

t looks like the free silver men are going 
to have things their own way and if they 
do I'am going to quit the party. Of course if 
I voted in the primaries or par‘icipated in 
Democratic conventions I would be obliged 
to support the ticket. I have, therefore, de- 
termined to wait and see if the gold

Mr. Fast’s startingly frank and defiant

Through a lawyer of good gtand- 
ing and a citizen of eminent respectability, 
he has no known political influence in Se- 
dalia or ttis County. 
At any rate he has never made an effort 
heretofare to exert any influence in the 
politics of this community, so that there is 
no danger of Democrats, whatever be their 
views on the currency question, following 
him, even if his threat to leave the party 
should be executed

MINISTER: DE LOME SCORED. 


Spain’s Representative Has No Li- 
cense te Question the Utterance 
of a United. States Senator. 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—The Cuban 
question continues to be a dra ding card | 
in the Senate, attracting large crowds, in 
the opening prayer, Rev. Wallace Radcliff 
made passing reference to the blessings 
of peace, and invoked Divine guidance 


and blessings on all nations. 

As soon as the journal had been read 
Mr. Lodge (R.) of Massachusetts rose to a 
question of personal privilege. He said he 
had read on Sunday an interview attributed 
to Senor Dupuy De Lome of — There 
was nothing singular in this fact, as the 
Spanish Minister communicated largely 
through the newspapers. But in this case 
the Minister called in question the accuracy 
of a statement made by him (Lodge). 

The Senator sent to the desk and had 
read the Minister’s reference to Mr.. Lodges 
utterances, calling in question the transla- 
tion of a statement attributed to Gen. Wey- 
ler, in which the latter declared that he 
would “exterminate” the insurgents. Mr. 
Lodge commented on the exactness of the 
translation and said that a literal render- 
ing of Gen. Weyler’s language would be 
that he would “clean out’’ the large in- 
surgent bands and “exterminate” the small 
ones. 

Mr. Lodge said he did not wonder at the 
extreme sensitiveness of the Spanish people, 
but he did not think this offered any excuse 
for the Spanish Minister in adopting the 
course he had. He (De Lome) had been re- 
ferred to as a historian, but in truth he was 
3 exparte representative of Spain and 

t he had disclosed from time to time 
subtracted from the general sum of informa- 
tion on the Cuban subject. 

It was pretty well established that the de- 
bates in the Senate and House were purely 
domestic matters, and it was not proper 
for a representative, of a‘ foreign country 
to communicate except thorugh the State 
Department. If an American Minister in 
Europe discussed the political affairs there 
he would be —— home. 

Mr. ad from the letter of Danfel 
Webster — — of State, esting 
against the statement by the Austrian Min- 
ister as to à domestic matter. The Senator 
addded a most emphatie protest against 
public comment by any diplomatic repre- 
sentative on the debates in Congress. The 
constitution protected Senators for lan- 
guage used in debate. It was one of the safe- 
guards of free speech. 

Mr. Lodge said he knew what any foreign 
Government would do with a Minister tak- 
ing such a course. He knew what had been 
done under like circumstances. He knew 
what Dantel Webster would have done in 
such a case. 


Mr. Gray (Dem.) of Delaware, said the 
course of the United States should proceed 
according to the judgment of a self-respect- 
ing nation, unmoved by the emeutes at 
Valencia or Madrid, and without being 
turned aside to discuss a question of trans- 
lation between a Senator and a Minister. 

Mr. Gray said he would be quick to resent 
an attack on the privileges of a Senator. 
But in all fairness he thought it hardly 
worth while to stretch senatorial preroga- 
gentleman who had no power to reply in 
behalf of Spain. 

Our feeling will be better expressed if 
we do not take advantage of every criti- 
cism which differs from our own views. 
There should be some concession to the 
stress of the situation. This was a most 
vital time for Spain and for the Spanish 
Minister. With this stress of rcum- 
stances, we should not be over nice in 
insisting on diplomatic proprieties and in 
finding fault with the Minister in view. of 
what had been said in thg Senate. 

Mr. Teller (Rep.) of Colonado said the 
rule was unvarying against a communica- 
tion by a foreign Minister except through 
the State Department. There should be no 
comment by a foreign Minister. He should 
not be heard at all except in the regular 
channels. Twice had foreign Ministers been 
sent home for statements far less important 
than this. 

“But ne aig? | the circumstances,” 
added Mr. Teller, had I been in authority I 
would not have sent him home for this of- 
fense, but I. would have had the Secretary 
of State in a most kindly way suggest that 
a repetition of the offense would lead to his 
going home.”

Signor Franzoi, the 
explorer, fears that King Menelik will force 
his way into the triangle formed by Keren, 
Asmara and Massowah. If he does so the 
port of Massowah will be threatened. 

The German Emperor will spend three 
days with his brother, Prince Henry of 
Prussia, at Posilippe, in order to avoid 
awakening any suspicion of a rapproche- 
ment with France, 

Signor San Martino, a friend of the Mar- 
quis di Rudini, says that the great majority 
of the Italian nation would insist upon the 
maintenance of the triple alliance.

In spite of the efforts of the extra conduc- 
tor it was im ible to keep the cars on 
time. Had this been done there could have 
been no accident and there would be, of 
course, no list of dead and injured. 

It is known also that the company had no 

rinted rules for the guidance of employes.

Steam roads do this thing. differently. 
They have the rules for the movement of 
trains printed fully and explicitly on the 
backs of all time cards so that engineers and 
conductors may refer to them at all times 
when in doubt, but Mr. Houseman seems 
not to have Geemed this necessary, in 
spite of the fact that hundreds of lives were 
intrusted to their care each day. 

He claims that his men were selected with 
the greatest care from a large number of 
men who applied to him with recommenda- 
tions, but so far as is known there was 
not among them all a single person who 
had ever had to do with the movements 
cars or trains on a single track road. T 
had been accustomed to running on doul 
track lines, where there were no puzgzl 
rules and where there were no dangers o 
head-end collisions. ; 7 


It is also true that_the management of 
this road, contrary to all rules of safety, 
allowed passengers to crowd upon the 
ront platforms of the cars in such a way 
as do hamper the motormen in the perform- 
ance of their work. No first-class road that 
keeps a sharp outlook for the comfort and 
safety of their patrons does this, but the 
St. Louls and Kirkwood line management 
seemingly cared more for a few extra dimes 
than it did for this. The front platforms of 
both cars were crowded with people when 
the collision occurred and they must have 
interfered with the motormen to a consid- 
erable extent. Especially was this true 
when it came to applying *he brakes sud- 
denly when it was seen that there was 
danger of an accident. 

George W. Taussig, the Secretary of the 
road, admits that people were allowed to 
crowd the platforms, but as an excuse for 
it he says that the crowd was so great that 
it was impossible to control it, People, he 
insists, trampled over each other and 
climbed upon the front platforms in spite 
of all that could be done to keep them back. 

If Aiken was to blame for the accident it 
would seem, according to the road’s offi- 
cials, that they knew that he was not a safe 
man, 

Supt. Latta told General Manager House- 
man that Aiken was detected disregarding 
the rules Sunday afvernoon prior to the 
occurrence of the accident. 

The rules provide that when a west-bound 
car arrives at a meeting point.and finds 
that the east-bound car has net shown up, 
it is the duty of the motorman of the former 
to allow three minutes to elapse as an 
allowance for the difference of watches. 

Aiken, it is charged, violated this rule 
Sunday afternoon while going west, and it 
was only by the greatest good fortune that 
an accident was averted at that time. 

Supt. Latta says now that he was cogn- 
izant of this fact, and yet he allowed Aiken 
to remain on his car. Instead of putti 
more careful man in his place he permit 
him to go on, and within two hours he h 
lost his life in the accident for which his su- 
perior officers now charge that he was re- 
sponsible.

iLast night’s “good streets“ meeting 
eld under the auspices of the Legion of 
donor gave peculiar emphasis to the 
dJemonstration that the St. Louis people 
are in earnest in demanding street im- 
provement and street cleaning. 

The people have awakened to the fact 
that the city has outstripped improve- 
ments and outgrown the old village meth- 
ods of doing municipal work. Great 
sections, thickly settled and improved 
with beautiful houses, are without street 
improvements. The streets are little 
better than country roads and are prac- 
tieally impassable in wet weather. Sec- 
tions of the city are cut off from each 
other and from the parks. The im- 
proved streets are filthy. 

To a certain extent it is true, as Presi- 
dent Nagel remarked, that the people are 
partly responsible for this and should 
make their influence felt at the City Hall. 
But the direct responsibility rests -with 
the municipal administration. It has the 
handling of the city’s funds and the di- 
recting of the city’s work. If the people 
have awal&ned and found this work un- 
done it is because the city officials have 
been derelict and have to be prodded to 
do work which they were elected to do. 

Public sentiment on this subject can 
no longer be disregarded. The people 
cannot experiment, or make plans, or 
organize forces. They can only demand 
that their officials do the work for which 
they are paid or step down and out, If 
the Walbridge administration cannot, un- 
der the stimulus of strong public senti- 
ment, find ways and means to give St.

THE KIREWOOD ELECTRIC. 


The wreck that occurred Sunday on the 
Kirkwood Electric Railway should sur- 
prise no one who has ridden on that line. 
It seems to have been planned on the 
theory that electric cars can almost fly 
through the air, and that brakes, motor- 
men and conductors.are all perfect. The 
grades are such as would cause alarm 
but for the ridiculous notion that an 
electric railway is necessarily safer than 
one on which steam is the motive power. 

The speed with which this line of rail- 
roid was built is remarkable. The en- 
terprise was commendable, and if the 
line could be made safe, it is one tnat 
Missouri could well be proud of. But 
even if the switches were properly 
manned, with such grades and curves as 
are found on this line frequent accidents 
may be confidently expected. 

Electric ears, as at present contsructed, 
are much lighter than the lightest steam 
locomotive made. Hence they are more 
liable to leave the track. It is evident 
that if electric railroads for suburban 
and country routes are to be safe and 
permanent, as much care should be ex- 
pended upon the roadbed as is devoted 
to constructing a steam railroad track. 
As many precautions must also be taken 
in operating them, especially where the 
track is a single one.

A CASE FOR THE GRAND JURY. 


The School Board Investigating Com- 
mittee has made its report, and as was 
to be expected, it fails either to prove or 
disprove the charges that have been 
made by school directors against each 
other in connectian with the purchase of 
real estate for school purposes.
